sent troublos, Something is necessary ty 
come to the aid of guld in carrying the in- 
crevaing yearly volume of the trade of the 
world, and this something will probably ke 
best found t» bo silver, Su far as the die 
cussion haa at present gone, leaving out 
side suggestions, of which thera are many, 
some of them having the gorms of guud 
schemes in then, the public, in eo fae as it 
thinks, seems to have three ideas placed 
before it for tha purpuse of romadying the 
state of affuirs iu Iudia, which is the coun- 
try that the British public stndies mostly 
in tho matter.

The acct to 
which thoy belong is called Skoptzi, and, 
aa they are outlawed in Russia, we bear 
only ‘the ritest things about them whenever 
they aro mentioned in official papers. | They 
resemble Quakers in being ascotic and 
opposed to war. Both of thesa doctrines 
make thom odious tothe Russiau police, 
who hprags them in every manner that 
eupidity and brutality can suggest. It is 
very difficult to learn anything about reli- 
gious movements in- Russia, becanse any- 
thing that is not orthodox is interpreted as 
criminal; and whatever progress is mado 
by nori-conforming sects is the result of 
rofound secrecy. Thia scot of Skoptzi, 
‘or instance, represonts » most healthy, 
enterprising, and moral force, in spite of 
the curious practice that discinguiehcs it 
from other Protestant sects. In its way it 
is, after all, no more absurd than that 
Quakers should not wear colour, or that 
aome people should drink only water.” To 
my inquiries regarding these Ohriatians he 
answered: ‘Poracouted sects, at least in 
Russia, keep no records. It is supposed 
that this sect commenced in the lust cen- 
_ tary, bot Iwas not aware of its existence’ 
* -pnlil 1868, when the famous trial took 
placsin the provines of Tamboy. A wealthy 
merchant named Plotitsine had offered a 
Jarge’sum for the release of three women 
kept in jail by the police, Had the sum 
heat tha ‘usual ainouat expected in auch 
casés, the women would havo boen allowed 
to @acape, and ua more would have been 
heard of it.
